A ex-councillor who once brand¬ 
ed LGBT campaigners ‘the 
Gaystapo’ has been selected as 
UKIP’s Greater London Authority 
candidate for Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond, prompting one of the 
party’s leading gay rights activists 
to quit. 

Alan Craig, the former Christian 
Peoples Alliance leader who de¬ 
fected to UKIP last year, was cho¬ 
sen as the party’s south west 
London candidate over activist 
Richard Hendron at a hustings last 
Friday. 

Mr Craig has been criticised for 
referring to same-sex adoption as 
“tantamount to child abuse” dur¬ 
ing French anti-equal-marriage 
protests in 2014 but insists he is not 
homophobic. He made the 
‘Gaystapo’ comment in the Church 
of England newspaper in 2011. 

Mr Hendron has alleged he was 
subjected to “homophobic abuse” 
and a “hate campaign” during his 
time as a UKIP member, though 
not from Mr Craig. 

The barrister and former police 
officer also claimed that fielding 
“openly homophobic” candidates 
would not help what he called the 
party’s “image problem”. 

He said in an open letter: “Since

raising my head above the parapet 
promoting LGBT issues in UKIP, I 
have seen the vilest homophobic 
abuse, witnessed intolerance like I 
have never seen before and been 
subject to a hate campaign.” 

Mr Hendron has said Ukip was 
perceived as “overflowing with ho¬ 
mophobes, racists and bigots”. 

He also criticised Nigel Farage’s 
remarks during the general elec¬ 
tion, when the party leader said 
HIV-positive migrants should be 
banned from entering the UK. 

Mr Craig came under fire last 
year when he planned to speak at a 
Transformation Potential confer¬ 
ence, a company that promotes the 


idea that same-sex attraction can 
be “cured”. 

He said: “I have never believed 
that homosexuality can be ‘cured’ 
as it is not a disease. 

“I am not homophobic. LGBT 
people deserve respect and the 
right fully and freely to pursue 
their lives within the law like every 
other citizen. 

“Further, in a democracy like 
ours where there is free speech, 
LGBT activists are free to criticise 
my politics in the same way I am 
free to criticise theirs. 

“I don’t know why Richard has 
undertaken this attempted charac¬ 
ter assassination. At the UKIP

AFTER almost a year of fighting to 
stay in its home in an affluent area 
of Kingston, London’s last remaining 
commune is being broken up by its 
social housing provider. 

The Crescent Road Community 
(CRC), which has shared three joined 
houses in Coombe Hill for almost 40 
years, has come to a deal with land¬ 
lords One Housing Group (OHG). 

But the 21 adults and three chil¬ 
dren who call the community home 
will be placed in separate social 
houses in areas across the capital. 

Jean Vidler, one of the communi¬ 
ty’s longest serving members, said: 
“Some people are still negotiating so 
I can’t say too much. 

“It is sad we will not live together 
but we will always help each other. 
The experience of being in a com¬ 
munity has been fantastic and we 
have been very lucky. We are lifelong 
friends. 

“Vulnerable people are being 
moved first and the uncertainty of 
not knowing where we will end up 
is worrying, but I know we are lucky 
compared to some people who des¬ 
perately need housing.” 

Fellow CRC resident Des Kay said: 
“It is quite outrageous really that a 
community that has existed for such 
a long time is broken up in this way, 
but there doesn’t seem to be any pres¬ 
sure at the moment to move us on.” 

When CRC started fighting its 
eviction last spring members were 
supported by Zac Goldsmith, Rus¬ 
sell Brand and Jeremy Corbyn plus 


countless Kingston organisations it 
had helped over the years. 

Sam Hermitage, from Kingston 
Environment Centre, said: “From 
its beginnings as a group of ideo¬ 
logical thinkers, straight out of the 
1960s hippy movement, to dedicated 
conscientious doers who have helped 
change the way we think in the bor¬ 


ough, CRC has always been for good 
and always with the environment 
and planet in mind.” 

The future of the three houses in 
Crescent Road has not been decided 
by OHG. 

An OHG spokesman said: “We are 
pleased the residents of Crescent 
Road have voluntarily agreed to ac¬ 


cept offers of new housing. 

“It is expected that it will still take 
several months for all residents to be 
re-housed and we are meeting with 
them regularly 

“We are now completing detailed 
assessments to decide on the best use 
of these buildings to meet our pur¬ 
pose.”

Planning chief allows mast in garden 


GOVERNMENT planning 
chiefs dismissed out of hand 
a decades-old covenant that 
promised the people of Ber- 
rylands that a small patch of 
land in Raeburn Avenue would 
remain untouched as a public 
garden. 

This move has allowed the 
construction of a 13m phone 
mast. 

The mast, belonging to Voda¬ 
fone, was erected this week 
after more than 300 residents 
signed a petition. 

Construction was also 
blocked twice by Kingston 
Council before the communica¬ 
tions giant appealed to minis¬ 
ters last March. 

Planning inspector Sarah 
Stevens dismissed ‘issues re¬ 
lating to a restrictive covenant’ 
- agreed between Surbiton Ur¬ 
ban Council and former land- 
owner Thomas and Macdonald 
in 1930 - in a decision in Decem¬ 
ber. 

She said: “Prior to the de¬ 


termination of the appeal the 
council confirmed that it was 
no longer contesting the appeal. 

“Nevertheless, as the appeal 
has not been withdrawn it 
therefore remains to be deter¬ 
mined.” 

She concluded that the de¬ 
sign would not be out of place, 
and would not cause safety 
problems or stop the use of the 
garden. 

But Rob Harris, of Alexandra 
Drive, said at a Surbiton neigh¬ 
bourhood committee meeting 
last week: “The land is sup¬ 
posed to be available for people 
to have a green space within the 
area. 

“The scale of it is absolutely 
ridiculous.” 

The covenant, dated Decem¬ 
ber 5, 1930, states that the land 
‘shall not be used otherwise for 
the purpose of an open space’. 

The small plot of greenery 
was sold to the council for £150, 
records show.

Discussions of the application follow 
the approval of a new Premier Inn in 
Kingston Road last October and Tol¬ 
worth Tower in January, with plans to 
develop the former Toby Jug site sure 
to follow. 

The cut-price supermarket chain 
agreed a £10 million deal for the land 
with Kingston Council in July last year 
and the plans displaced the former Ju¬ 
bilee Way motorbike track, which had 
been running from the site for 14 years. 

The plans are still subject to plan¬ 
ning permission but it was agreed in 
July Lidl would pay £2.1 million per 
acre for a thousand-year lease on the 
4.8-acre site. 

Kingston Council said 500 jobs would 
be brought to the borough, but the deal 
has scuppered plans for Arrow Plastics 
to move to the land. 

Part of the Jubilee Way site had 
been earmarked for the relocation of 
the company, but that deal no longer 
stands. 

The council was in discussion with 
Arrow Plastics to find a new site, but 
a move from their Hampden Road site 
has not yet been agreed. 

Cllr Andrew Day said: “I think there 
were generally concerns about the traf¬ 
fic impact in the area.” 

A date is not set for the development 
control committee meeting but the de¬ 
cision target date is March 17.

“We are still trying to work 
out how much it is worth and 
whether we hand it over for a 
school for which we get very 
little money.”

Authority (EFA) has bought 
Swan House, in High Street, 
to be Surbiton’s new free 
school. 

But parents, councillors 
and residents have com¬ 
plained the building has no 
playing fields or parking, is 
on a main road and in King¬ 
ston town centre and not 
Surbiton. 

Cllr Davis added: “You are 
not going to get me to say an¬ 
ything nice about the EFA. 

“I think they are the most 


incompetent agency I have 
ever worked with. They don’t 
pay [a lot of money] to buy 
buildings from other public 
bodies such as councils. 

“South West London and St 
George’s also own part of the 
site so this would have to be 
looked into.” 

Councillors voted to over¬ 
rule residents’ concerns 
about parking in 2014 to 
bring adult education servic¬ 
es to Newent House. 

While councillors all 
agreed that the former care 
home would be far more 
suitable than Swan House 
they also agreed that parking 
would be a significant issue 
for residents. 

Cllr Self said: “We have a 
site here that is on the face of 
it a 100-million-times better 
than Swan House. 

“This surely has to be kept 
open as a possibility. I know 
that there will be concerns 
about parking, like there was 
over Lime Tree, and those 
concerns are valid. 

“But we need school plac¬ 
es and Newent House would 
be a better site than Swan 
House.”

A KINGSTON University student who 
sold her car to pay for breast augmen¬ 
tation has said the implants have not 
made her feel “any more attractive.”

Council believes it could increase income with major retailer 

Pizza chain move could 
displace craft traders

A PIZZA restaurant chain is the 
most likely contender to move 
into Kingston’s iconic Market 
House later this year, displacing 
the independent craft shops that 
currently trade in the building. 

The Stable Bar and Restau¬ 
rant, an upmarket pizza, pie 
and cider brand established in 
Dorset in 2009, was singled out 
as the “preferred bidder” for the 
1838 Market Place landmark. 

A report, discussed by King¬ 
ston Council’s growth commit¬ 
tee last Wednesday night, noted 
that the Market House should be 
offered out to retailers because 
it was costing the council money 
to maintain. It said “many repu¬ 
table retailers” viewed the build¬ 
ing but most chose not to bid be¬ 
cause of issues with its size and 
location. Many prospective ten¬ 
ants were also said to have been 
put off by the “encroachment 
and smell” of the market stalls 
at the front of the building. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “I have more emails in my 


inbox about this than any other 
planning issue. It is a building 
that has struggled.” 

Market House is currently 
home to several craft sellers and 
a tea room and was operated by 
Kingston First between 2010 and 
2014. Kingston Council collects 
between £30,000 and £45,000 a 
year in rent from the current 
tenants but estimates that more 
than three times that could be 


made by moving in an estab¬ 
lished retailer. 

Cllr Jon Tolley said: “One 
of the very few council-owned 
buildings in the middle of the 
community space should be kept 
for community use but we need 
to be pragmatic.” 

Abigail Perry, Stable’s mar¬ 
keting chief, said Stable was 
“actively looking for sites in 
Kingston”.

Journalist covered famous events like Great Train Robbery 

Farewell to 'one of the

A FORMER Surbiton journalist 
and Kingston Grammar School 
pupil who reported on the Great 
Train Robbery in 1963 has died 
aged 86. 

John Stevens, originally from 
Sunbury, made his name as a re¬ 
porter for the Evening Standard 
for his love of breaking news, 
having moved from a news agen¬ 
cy in Surbiton. 

He died at Kingston Hospital 
on Tuesday, January 12 after 
an illness, surrounded by his 
daughter and two sons. 

As a reporter Mr Stevens prid¬ 
ed himself on his coverage of 
breaking news, and was often 
first on the scene for murders 
and IRA bombings during the 
1970s, due to his extensive con¬ 
tacts with police officers. 

He was said to be highly re¬ 
spected in Scotland Yard. 

His first major scoop, Mr Ste¬ 
vens joined the crime desk at the 
paper after his coverage of the 
Great Train Robbery and would 
go on to cover crime during the

rise of the notorious Kray twins 
in the 1960s. 

He worked at the paper for al¬ 
most 30 years before retiring as 
chief crime reporter in 1991 - a 
role he had occupied since the 
mid-1970s. 

Mr Stevens’ first career af¬ 
ter leaving Kingston Grammar 
School was with the armed forc¬ 
es. He joined Esher News in 1954, 


where he met his first wife and 
reporter Marion, before spend¬ 
ing a spell reporting in Coventry. 

In 1958 the couple moved back 
to London, where Mr Stevens 
began working for the Frank 
Woods news agency in Surbi¬ 
ton. When the Evening Standard 
bought the business, the manag¬ 
er insisted on the paper taking 
on Mr Stevens as part of the 
deal. 

Outside of journalism Mr 
Stevens led a cultured life, hav¬ 
ing read the complete works of 
Shakespeare, Charles Dickens 
and Thomas Hardy. He would 
also frequently listen to classi¬ 
cal artists such as Beethoven 
and Wagner. 

The Standard paid tribute to 
their veteran reporter in their 
obituary, describing Mr Stevens 
as ‘one of the last old-fashioned 
crime correspondents’ and how 
he was ‘proud to call himself a 
reporter’. 

The Press Gazette called 
him ‘one of the best’ as well as 
praising his lustrous handlebar 
moustache and love of good ale. 

His funeral took place on Feb¬ 
ruary 9 at the South West Mid¬ 
dlesex Crematorium.

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Decision on future of women’s health department delayed amid claims 

Patients being treated by 
staff 'who need textbooks’

A FINAL decision on the future of 
a women’s health department in St 
George’s Hospital will be pushed back 
until at least March after criticism by 
doctors and councillors of a “flawed 
process”. 

In the meantime patients are al¬ 
legedly being treated by some people 
with “no training whatsoever”, who it 
is claimed, need to borrow textbooks 
from the library 

The urogynecology department at St 
George’s in Tooting has been in limbo 
since June, about a month after the 
clinical lead stood down. The proposed 
closure was debated by Wandsworth 
councillors in November. Sutton and 
Kingston councils have also scruti¬ 
nised it. 

Michelle Fynes, a consultant in the 
department, has been leading calls to 
keep the unit open. She told Sutton 
Council: “I came across a local con¬ 
sultant gynaecologist in the outpatient 
clinic seeing patients of between seven 
to 10 years of age in an adult clinic. 

“She had no training whatsoever. 
She had borrowed textbooks from the 
library the day before to read up. She 
had an adult assistant with her. The 


children whom she was seeing needed 
a specialist paediatric service, not a 
general gynaecologist. I had been ad¬ 
vised that any consultant is sufficient 
- that they don’t need anyone with spe¬ 
cialist training and that is quite frank¬ 
ly wrong.” 

Professor Andrew Rhodes, from St 
George’s, told Kingston councillors last 
week: “If we started the consultation 
again, we would have done it differ¬ 
ently. We are coming to you very late 
in the day. The consultation is closed, 
but there are a number of suggestions 
we are working through. I don’t know 
what the answer is going to be and 
we’re working through the options.” 

Since initial concerns were raised 
about the consultation, another depart¬ 
ment, the paediatric and adolescent gy¬ 
naecology service (PAG), has also come 
under fire. Dr Fynes also works in this 
service. 

Professor Rhodes assured the com¬ 
mittee that no children had come 
to any harm and there had been no 
breach of safeguarding issues in the 
PAG service. He said any delays in the 
PAG service were linked to administra¬ 
tion and sickness issues and that there 
had never been an intention to close 
the PAG. A St George’s spokeswoman 
said children “were not part of the 
transfer of the urogynecology service

[to Croydon] and their care remains at 
St George’s by appropriately trained 
medical staff.” 

The hospital board will make a deci¬ 
sion on March 3.

She's got 
the ability to make you believe in her 
no matter what age she's playing, 
and her trapeze act is in incredible."

She said: "It's there for really world 
class theatre. But as well as all these 
big productions they do a lot of 
things for young people in the com¬ 
munity and their summer work¬ 
shops are brilliant.

"And that's lovely if you have 
parents like that, but if you don't it 
must be bewildering, and I've always 
been attracted to writing about 
children who are the odd ones out."

TASTEOFSWEDIN 

Pete and Leo Williamson's Dad has been a mightily impressive cook for as 
long as they can remember, but he never liked the limelight. So the Surbiton 
brothers started their own hit blog - What Dad Cooked - to share his recipes 
and tips. Now they are sharing his recipe for Swedish meatballs... 



SWEDISH MEATBALLS 
Serves 4, Time: 1 hour 
Swedish meatballs are a family 
favourite. They are easy on the 
palate, comforting and fun to eat - 
children love them and can help 
make them too. 

TIPS: The flavourings (and sauce) 
change the style of the dish: cream 
and allspice for Swedish meatballs, 
tomato and oregano for Italian, 
harissa and tomato for Moroccan 
etc. Try your own variations... 
INGREDIENTS: (makes around 24 
meatballs) 

Meatballs: 500g-600g mix of beef 
and pork mince, one onion, one egg 
whisked, 75g bread crumbs, 200ml 
single cream, two tablespoons oil 
and one tablespoon butter, half a 
teaspoon allspice, flour. 

Gravy: Two onions, 500ml chicken 
stock, half a teaspoon allspice, one 
bay leaf, a sprig of thyme, lOg dried 
chopped porcini mushrooms 
(optional), 125ml white wine 
(optional), 100ml single cream, one 
tablespoon redcurrant jelly, one 
tablespoon flour, one tablespoon oil, 
one tablespoon butter. 

METHOD: 1) Make the gravy. Finely 
chop the onion and fry in oil and 
butter on a low heat for 10 minutes. 
Add the herbs and spices, mush¬ 
rooms (if using) and flour. Stir for a 
minute then add the wine (if using) 
and cook for five minutes. Add stock 
and simmer for 15 minutes. Add the 
redcurrant jelly. Add the cream. 
Season with salt, pepper and lemon 
to taste. 

2) Make the meatballs. Chop an 
onion as fine as possible and fry in 
oil and butter. Sweat gently for 
about 10 minutes. Combine the 


cream with the breadcrumbs. Mix 
the meat, egg and breadcrumbs 
together in a large bowl. Add all¬ 
spice, season with salt and pepper 
and mix thoroughly and form wal¬ 
nut-size balls. For best results rest 
the meatballs in the fridge for 30 
minutes to firm-up. 

3) Cook the meatballs. Coat the 


meatballs in flour and fry in butter 
and oil until golden brown. Do this in 
batches, setting aside cooked meat¬ 
balls after each batch. If necessary, 
clean the pan of burnt residues 
between batches adding more but¬ 
ter and oil. 

4) Combine the meatballs and gravy. 
Add the cooked meatballs to the 


gravy and heat gently for five min¬ 
utes, allowing the flavours to blend 
and the sauce to thicken. Add more 
stock or water if the gravy is too 
thick. 

5) Serve the meatballs. Serve with 
boiled or mash potatoes, pasta or 
rice.

Tips for first-time renters 


WITH so many bits and pieces to 
consider, it is easy to overlook some 
of the less obvious factors that you 
need to take into account before 
you rent a property. Here are some 
tips for first-time renters. 

Contents insurance: your 
landlord is responsible for insuring 
the property itself, but a condition 
of your tenancy agreement will 
more than likely be that you get 
contents cover. This is simple 
enough if you are living alone or 
with your family as you just need 
to hit the comparison sites and find 
the best deal. 

However, it can be a bit trickier 
if you are living in a shared house 
as many policies won't cover them. 
So, double check any policies that 
you are offered and always let 
them know that it's a shared house 
or you could end up with your 
insurance being invalidated. 

Is your deposit protected: 
since 2007 it has been law that 
your landlord must put your 
deposit into a protected deposit 


scheme. If they do not then they 
can be fined and be liable to pay 
you up to three times the deposit 
amount. 

Getting your deposit back: 

make sure that you check your 
contract for the exact conditions of 
your deposit being returned to you. 
It may request a deep clean of the 
property, it may say that carpets 
must be cleaned professionally, 
or that any picture hooks must be 
removed and filled in. Knowing 
what will be expected of you (and 
what won't be) will help you to 
prepare for the future better. 

Shop around for utilities: you 
could save a lot on your gas/ 
electricity by shopping around. 

It's amazing how many people 
just stay with the same supplier 
the previous tenant had, but it's 
unnecessary. Switching supplier is 
easy and you might be surprised at 
how much you can save. 

Free furniture: don't feel like 
you have to go out buying all brand 
new furnishings either. You may 


have a picture in your head of your 
new and super stylish pad, but it's 
best to manage your expectations. 
Websites such as Freecycle have 
loads of free stuff that you can 
acquire for your house. 

Boosting your credit 
score: in 2012 the possibility was 
announced that rent payments 
may start contributing towards 
your credit score. This means that 
if you are on time month in, month 
out then you may find it easier to 
get credit down the line. However, 
if you are unreliable with your rent, 
you could see the opposite. 

Take pictures when you move in: 
pay special attention to any areas 
of concern and check them against 
the contents inventory. 

This will help avoid any issues at 
the end of the tenancy, if you get 
accused of causing damage that 
was already present when you got 
there.
